V. ON INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Your Committee to whom was referred the Indian Work report as follows: 


The Yakima Agency has been under the management of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church for about tifteen years, and since June, 1864, most of the 
time Rev. James H. Wilbur has been the Agent. Under his steady and pru- 
dent management, the Indians of the Agency have made rapid progress to- 
wards Christianization and civilization. 


Many of the good resnlts are apparent in their personal cleanliness, their 
dress, houses, furniture, farms and farming implements, horses and wagons, 


harness, schools and churches. This class of Indians are exerting a salutary 


inflaence npon the Yakima Nation, and teaching them in language they can- 
not misnnderstand, the advantages they have gained in abandoning their rov- 
ing kabits, making themselves farms and homes, enriching themselves with 
Stock and the products of the s0i1l. 


The proposition to turn over the Indian Bureau to the War Department, 
which at difterent times has been before Congress, has been watched with deep 
80licitnde by all who desire the amelioration of the condition of the Indians. 


If it be said the present system is faulty, is expensive, it becomes a ques- 
tion worthy of careful consideration, whether or not, in the hands of the War 
Department, the service would be less faulty, less expensive or more effectual of 
the result sought. 


It is the opinion of your Committee, that the present policy, as 1t enlists 
the Sympathy, prayers and support of the good of all denominations 1n help- 
ing those fallen ones, gives 8tronger asS$Urances of improvement, physical, . 
mental, moral and financial, to the Indians of the nation, than any other sys- 
tem that can be adopted. h 

The practical working of the Yakima Agency convinces us that with good 
land s8uch as white men settle upon, with good practical business and Chris- 


tian wen as Agents and employers, and a small appropriation of money to pur- 
chase 8eeds and tools to help them to get a tart, all the Indians of the nation 


may be made self-supportiug.

The only school with which, as a Conference, we have any identification 
is the Blae Mountain University. The Trustees of that institution have pre- 
sented their annual repo-t, the most of which we embody and adopt as a part 
of our own. They state that the school during the past year has been in suc- 
cessful progress nnder J, L. Carter, Protessor of Natural Sciences, and acting 
President; Mrs. E. J. Hines, Preceptress; Mrs. Nettie Kelly, Primary Depart- 
ment; ass8isted as neces-ity required, by Prof. J. L. Ronce and Miss Rebecca 
Steverson. One hundred and twenty-tive students have been in attendence 
during the year 8om + of whom will s00n be throngh the preparatory and 
ready to enter college claxses. We consiuer this, in view of the fact that only 
two years ago classes were organized ont of the public schools, as creditable 
as conld reasonably be expected. We $shall greatly need, before winter, two 
more s8chool-rooms and a chapel completed, but are not snre that we 8hall be 
able to accomplish it. We estimate that it will cost $1,500 to do this, and we 
have resolved to carry forward the work only as we can procure means to do 80, 
and not to increase the indebtedness above $5,000, that being 11s present 
amount, We directed the Agent to circulate a 8nbscription made payable on 
the actual signature of $1,000 per year for five years, which has been partially 
done with good promises of obtaining the entire amount by the first of 
November. We feel that we have undertaken a work that requires steady, 
persevering effort for many years, with alt the sympathy aud encouragement 
your body can give, We want your words of sympathy at home and abroad. 
We want your active co-operation in encouraging students to attend it. We 
want your aid in raising means to complete and farnish the building. We 
want your prayers for the snccess of this enterprise—ours and yours. We 
nominate the following persons as Trustees to serve for three years:
